The  Literary  Circle  is  a  pioneer  organ- 
ization at  St.  Louis  University  High  School 
organized  to  acquaint  students  with  the 
works  of  the  best  Catholic  literary  men. 
This  is  a  broad  field  and  one  that  should 
be  cultivated  by  every  Catholic  student. 

Membership  in  the  society  is  restricted  to 
honor  students  of  the  junior  and  senior 
years.  The  meetings,  which  are  conducted 
according  to  parliamentary  law,  are  held  on 
Friday  afternoons  in  the  Student  Advisor's 
room.  The  writing  and  appreciations  of 
Catholic  authors  are  read  by  members  and 
afterwards  informallv  discussed. 

At  each  meeting  a  paper  is  prepared  and 
read.  Eugene  Cain  developed  a  masterful 
paper  on  the  motives,  ideals  and  character- 
istics of  an  atheist  as  depicted  in  Dudley's 
book  "The  Masterful  Monk."  Carl  Cham- 
berlain,    in    his    striking     style,    led    a 


discussion  with  a  paper  on  "Why  We  Are 
Interested  in  Catholic  Action?"  George 
Ratermann  described  at  length  the  life  of 
Windthorst  in  Germany:  John  Hummel 
treated  in  skillful  manner  the  life  of  Domi- 
nick  Plater;  John  Price  presented  the  life 
and  history  of  Daniel  O'Connell:  Bruce 
Selkirk  outlined  the  ideals  and  ambitions 
of  Eamon  De  Valera;  William  Moffitt 
summarized  the  entire  work  of  Frederick 
Ozanam;  Charles  Dougherty  explained  the 
life  of  Leo  XIII  and  his  great  Encyclical; 
Lawrence  Jansen  spoke  of  "Satire  in  Gen- 
eral": Plato's  Britannia  was  the  subject  of 
Carl  Hangartner's  paper;  and  Francis 
Pollnow  treated  the  works  of  G.  K.  Ches- 
terton.

The  classics,  and  especially  Latin,  are 
still  found  to  be  a  subject  for  extensive 
study  in  the  curriculum  of  every  Jesuit 
school  throughout  the  world.  It  has  been 
the  aim  of  the  Classical  Club,  composed 
of  "selecti  quidam"  of  the  senior  classes, 
to  study  the  classics  of  that  period  of 
Roman  history,  when  Roman  art,  science, 
culture  and  literature  had  reached  its 
zenith  of  perfection  and  greatness.

Organized  for  students  interested  in 
those  fields  of  science  which  time  does 
not  permit  to  be  treated  in  the  lecture 
halls  or  in  the  laboratory,  the  Science  Club 
is  a  very  popular  organization  of  juniors 
and  seniors.

Enthusiastic  and  experienced  debaters  were  on 
hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Mehan,  Sel- 
kirk and  Jansen  argued  and  studied  the  govern- 
ment ownership  of  public  utilities  and  were  soon  in 
practice  debates  in  almost  every  school  in  the  city. 
Hangartner,  a  junior,  soon  joined  the  first-string 
squad.  The  remarkable  ability  of  George  Mehan 
in  rebuttal  assured  victory  in  many  a  close-argued 
contest. 

All  debaters  participated  in  the  pre-season  prac- 
tice tournament  at  Maplewood,  and  then  the  var- 
sity squad  entered  upon  its  crowded  schedule  of 
decision  debates.  Only  once  in  the  entire  season 
were  they  defeated  by  a  3-0  shut-out.  In  the  Mis- 
souri State  League,  they  carried  the  entire  South 
Side  without  a  defeat,  and  conquered  McBride  on 
the  North  Side  to  win  the  City  Championship. 
Brentwood,  whose  debaters  were  later  runners-up 
in  the  State  tournament,  nosed  them  out  of  the 
County  championship  2-1.

A  victory  over  McBride  also  gave  the 
Dauphins  a  first  place  in  the  Catholic 
League,  in  which  the  debate  went  to  Mehan 
and  Jansen  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  3-0. 
This  made  the  Backerites  eligible  for  a  final 
debate  with  the  Girls'  Division  of  the 
Catholic  League. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  University 
Debating  Fraternity  the  Dauphins  were 
hosts  to  some  twenty  schools  of  the  city 
and  county  for  a  practice  tournament. 

In  the  Mission  Debate,  Mehan  and  Jan- 
sen met  their  only  complete  defeat,  3-0,  at 
the  hands  of  Ursuline  Academy  girls,  final 
winners  in  the  diocese. 


Every  attempt  to  spread  the  benefits  of 
debating  to  as  many  students  as  possible  is 
made  at  the  Blue  and  White  school.  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  leagues  are  formed, 
and  each  class  in  these  divisions  entered 
four  or  more  teams  in  intra-mural  tourna- 
ments, from  which  teams  were  again 
chosen  to  compete  with  other  schools.  Thus 
Kahmann  and  Guignon.  Francis  Eberle 
and  Deck  debated  at  Jennings  and  at 
Ferguson. 

It  is  noteworthy  that,  besides  the  success 
of  the  Varsity  Debating  Squad,  over  a 
hundred  boys  engaged  in  extra-curricular 
debating  and  that  approximately  75  de- 
bates were  held.

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George  Mehan  represented  the  St.  Louis 
University  High  School  in  the  annual  ora- 
torical contest  sponsored  by  the  American 
Legion  of  Missouri.  He  won  the  division. 
city,  and  zone  championships,  and  placed 
third  in  the  state  finals.  Bronze,  silver,  and 
gold  medals,  as  well  as  a  cash  prize  of 
$37.50,  were  awarded  him  for  his  suc- 
cessive victories. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  contest, 
the  state  is  divided  into  four  zones;  each 
zone  into  four  districts;  and  each  district 
into  several  divisions.  The  various  Amer- 
ican Legion  Posts  sponsor  the  individual 
high  schools  —  private  and  public  —  partici- 
pating in  the  contest. 

The  orations  delivered  by  the  contes- 
tants are  of  two  types:  First,  a  prepared 
original  speech  of  six  minutes  on  any 
phase  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  selected  by  the  participant;  and  sec- 
ondly, an  extemporaneous  talk  of  four 
minutes  on  any  phase  of  the  Constitution 
selected  by  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
contest.  The  subject  of  the  latter  speech 
is  not  assigned  to  the  speaker  until  he  has 
delivered  his  prepared  oration.  Each  con- 
testant is  allowed  twenty-minutes  to  pre- 
pare his  extemporaneous  talk.  No  memo- 
randum is  permitted  in  either  speech.  To 
win  a  contest,  the  speaker  must  receive 
low-point  score  and  a  majority  vote  of  the 
five  judges  for  first  place. 

The  judges  of  the  contests  considered 
three  points  in  making  their  selections: 
first,  the  fitness  of  the  contestant  to  make 
a  worthy  showing  in  the  higher  phases  of 
the  contest  —  character,  poise,  and  person- 
ality to  be  the  criterions;  secondly,  the 
composition  of  the  oration,  with  particular 
emphasis  on  historical  accuracy  and  gen- 
eral literary  effectiveness;  and  thirdly,  the

moving    power,    the    extent    to    which    the 
speaker  can  thrill,  quicken,  and  compel. 

The  division  contest  was  held  at  Roose- 
velt High  School  on  March  9;  the  city  of 
St.  Louis  contest  at  Soldan  High  School 
on  March  22;  the  zone  contest  at  the  State 
Teachers'  College  in  Cape  Girardeau  on 
March  25;  and  the  state  finals  before  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  session  at  the 
state  capitol  in  Jefferson  City  on  April  1. 
Governor  Stark  was  the  presiding  chair- 
man. The  five  judges  of  the  contest  were 
the  Honorable  Charles  T.  Hays.  Presiding 
Judge  of  the  Missouri  Supreme  Court;  the 
Honorable  J.  C.  Collet.  Judge  of  the  Mis- 
souri Supreme  Court;  Mr.  F.  A.  Middle- 
brush,  Ph.  D..  President  of  the  University 
of  Missouri;  Mr.  Casper  Yost,  editorial 
staff  member  of  the  St.  Louis  Globe- 
Democrat,  and  Mr.  Laurence  Dickey,  edi- 
tor of  the  Kansas  City  Journal-Post.

The  High  School  Orchestra  presented 
its  third  annual  Spring  concert  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Choral  clubs  on  May  11,  at 
the  University  Auditorium.  The  packed 
houses  for  all  concerts  during  the  past  three 
years  are  a  sincere  testimony  of  the  high 
standard  and  popularity  of  the  players  and 
singers.  The  school  and  the  public  have 
taken  it  for  granted  that  any  program  pre- 
pared by  that  talented,  genial  and  patient 
director,  Mr.  Albrecht.  will  be  worth 
listening  to. 

The  Orchestra  plays  at  all  high  school 
functions,  at  many  University  affairs  such 
as  Alumni  banquets,  the  President's  ban- 
quet at  the  Jefferson  Hotel  and  the  Play- 
house presentations,  and  by  request  at 
many  affairs  not  connected  with  the  school.

The  second  call  comes  at  11:30  when 
the  even  more  hungry  Sophomores,  one 
hundred  strong,  rush  eagerlv  to  their  lock- 
ers and  then  to  the  cafeteria  for  Quality 
milk,  swiss  steaks,  or  Billiken  hamburgers. 
Twenty-five  tables  are  soon  covered  with 
loaded  trays.  Mr.  Staab  walks  to  and  fro 
in  order  to  keep  everyone  happy,  and  also, 
when    there    is    a    lull    in    the    hustle    and 


bustle,  to  ring  the  well  known  handbell.

At  12:05  the  third  and  last  call  for 
lunch  is  whispered  down  the  Junior  and 
Senior  corridors.  In  a  moment  there  is  a 
tripping  movement  down  the  southwest 
stairs.  The  cafeteria  once  more  becomes 
a  place  of  refreshment.  The  upper  class- 
men are  not  so  boisterous  as  the  Fresh- 
men and  Sophomores.  Luncheon  with 
them  is  a  business  matter  which,  when 
completed,   is   deserving   of  recreation.
